Omaha, M arch 25.— More than 200 
persons were killed and 400 were in­ 
jured in a wind storm that demol­ 
ished 450 homes, damaged hundreds 
of other buildings and caused a mone­ 
tary loss of $5,000,000, according to 
reports available from the main path 
of the tornado in and near Omaha. 
Most of the casualties were in Ohia- 
ha, which was stricken as never be­ 
fore. 
Nearby towns in Nebraska and 
across the Missouri river and Iowa 
suffered severely. W ires were snapped 
off in all directions and it took many 
hours to gather and circulate news j 
of the disaster. 
Fire 
broke out in 
the debris of 
many wrecked buildings in the Ne­ 
braska 
metroitolis 
and 
there were 
menaces for some time, as the fire 
companies 
w«-re hindered 
by 
fallen 
w alls and blockaded streets. A heavy 
rain followed the wind, however, and 
drenched the hundreds of homeless 
persons, but also put out the Humes. 
Of the known dead 153 were resi­ 
dents of Omaha. 
The rem aining dead 
are 
scattered 
over 
a 
considerable 
range of territory, with Council Bluffs 
reporting 12, Yutan, Neb., lti; Berlin, 
Neb., 7; Glen wood, la., 5; Nola, la., 
2, a nd Ba rtlett, la ., 2.

Perhaps 
fifteen 
hundred 
persons 
are homeless. 
Three thousand build­ 
ings were damaged to some ext* nt. 
Eig h t of Omaha s public schools were 
wrecked. 
Aii forms of communication were 
almost interrupted by the wind. 
Sol­ 
diers and state iwilice poured into the 
city and are patrolling the residential 
districts in an effort to maintain or­ 
der and relieve such cases of Buffer­ 
ing as come to their notice. 
The greatest damage was done in 
and 
near 
Omaha, 
through 
part 
of 
which a terrific storm swept Sunday 
evening, throwing 
down 
many sub­ 
stantial 
buildings, 
ripping off roofs 
and sidings of hundreds of houses and 
slaying men, women and children by 
the score. 
The storm kept its work a secret 
from the rest of the world for hours 
x by breaking down all wdre communi­ 
cation. 
Messengers with news stories 
had to go by train to Lincoln, the i 
state capital, to give out the first defi­ 
nite tidings of the disaster. 


Many Fire s 
Bre ak Out. 


Uninjured citizens worked desper- i 
ately to remove such persons as had 
been caught beneath razed buildings. 
The debris caught tire in many places 
and 
many 
persons 
were 
painfully 
burned before they could be extrfcat- 1 
ed from broken timbers. 
No great number wus killed In any 
one place. 
The wind swept ulong, : 
taking Bs toll here and there. 
The 
tornado even jumped over portions of 
the city in its path, swooped down 
again 
and 
dashed 
obstructions 
to 
earth. 
The gale left Omaha only to t 
sweep on to towns in Iowa in the 
same destructive manner. 
The rage of the elements even ex­ 
tended In a somewhat abated form to 
points far to the east. 
No sooner had 
the great wind passed than a second 
violent gale swept over much of the 
same territo ry , but wdth lessened fury. 
W hat seems to have been a separate 
storm swept portions of Indiana, do­ 
ing greatest damage in and near Terre 
Haute. 
There nearly a score of per­ 
sons were slain and hundreds were 
injured. 
Other plates in Indiana re­ 
port lesser damage. 


The sleet and w ind storm of the l ist 


en um ana and it was overwhelmed by 
it. The citizens quickly rose to the sit­ 
uation. however, and measures of re- 
: lief were organized promptly. 
Trinity

J the organization of relief committees. } 
Governor Morehead arrived and took j

Fo rt Crook. 
The wrecked portion of the city is 
under m artial law. 
M ayor I»ahltnan opened negotiations 
1 with the governor for the protection 
I of the city and for the relief of those 
■ who had been made homeless, with 
j the result that not only the state offi­ 
cials became active in the work but 
a m ajority of the members of the leg­ 
islature, in session at Lincoln, came 
to this city to get such information 
as necessary in taking up the work of 
state relief.

Belated reports coming to Omaha

Police Commissioner Ryder issued

Cuts have been placed in the Audi- 
| torium and those without shelter will 
i be housed there.

SEVERE STORM AT CHICAGO 


Fiv e Pe rs ons Are 
Kille d and 
Fifty

structures damaged by a storm which 
Bwept over this city and its suburbs. 
The storm was accompanied by hall, 
rain, sleet and lightning, and a gale, 
! which blew at the rate of seventy 
Wiles an hour for a time, was felt 
most severely 
in 
the 
northwestern 
section of the city, where houses were 
overturned, windows broken, tre e s ui>- 
rooted and electric light and trolley 
poles blown to the ground,

N early fifty small ttres resulted and 
hundreds of men, women and children 
fled from their homes scantily clad. 
Considerable damage was done to

Omaha, March 25.— More than 200 
persons were killed and 400 were in­ 
jured in a wind storm that demol­ 
ished 450 homes, damaged hundreds 
of other buildings and caused a mone­ 
tary loss of $5,000,000, according to 
reports available from the main path 
of the tornado in and near Omaha. 
Mogt of the casualties were in oma­ 
ha, which was stricken as never be­ 
fore. 
Nearby tow’tis in Nebraska and 
across the Missouri river and Iowa 
suffered severely. W ires were snapped 
off in all directions and it took many 
hours to gather and circulate news 
of the disaster. 


Fire 
broke out in 
the debris of 
many wrecked buildings in the Ne­ 
braska 
metropolis 
and 
there were 
menaces for some time, as the fire 
companies were hindered 
by fallen 
wails and blockaded streets. A heavy 
rain followed the wind, however, and 
drenched the hundreds of homeless 
persons, but also put out the flames. 
Of the knowui dead 153 were resi­ 
dents of Omaha. 
The remaining dead 
are 
scattered 
over 
a 
considerable 
range of territory, with Council muffs 
re ig n in g 12; Yutan, Neb., 16; Berlin, 
Neb., 7; Glenwood, la., 5; Nola, la., 
2, and Bartlett, la., 2. 


Fifteen Hundred Homeless. 


Perhaps 
fifteen 
hundred 
persons 
are homeless. 
Three thousand build­ 
ings were damaged to some extent. 
Eight of Omaha s public schools were 
wrecked. 
AU forms of communication were 
almost interrupted by the wind. 
Sol­ 
diers and state police poured into tho 
city and are patrolling tho residential 
districts in an effort to maintain o r­ 
der and relieve such cases of suffer­ 
ing as come to their notice. 
The greatest damage was done in 
and 
near Omaha, 
through 
part 
of 
which a terrific storm swept Sunday 
evening, throwing 
down 
many sub­ 
stantial 
buildings, 
ripping off roofs 
and sidings of hundreds of houses and 
slaying men, women and children by 
the score. 
The storm kept its work a secret 
from the rest of the world for hours 
* by breaking down all w'ire commune j 
cation. 
Messengers with news stories 
had to go by train to Lincoln, the j 
state capital, to give out the first defi­ 
nite tidings of the disaster. 


Many Fires 
Break Out. 


Uninjured citizens worked desper- j 
ately to remove such persons as had i 
been caught beneath razed buildings. 
The debris caught fire in many places 
and 
many 
persons 
were

burned before they could be extricat- j 
ed from broken timbers. 
No great number was killed in any 
one place. 
The wind swept along, 
taking its toll here and there. 
The 
tornado even jumped over portions of 
the city in its path, swooped down

The gale left Omaha only to j 
sweep on to tow'ns in Iowa in the 
same destructive manner. 
The rage of the elements even ex­ 
tended in a somewhat abated form to 
points far to tile east.

same territory, but with lessened fury. 
W hat seems to have been a separate 
storm swept portions of Indiana, do­ 
ing greatest damage in and near Terre 
Haute.

CADE FOB HOMELESS IOWA'S DEATH LIST 


IS TWENTY-FOUR 


Omaha, March 25.— W ith the death 
list probably aggregating 150 and the 
j list of injured all of 400 Omaha and 
the surrounding territory in Nebras- 
j ka and 
Iowa faced 
the problem 
of 
housing the thousands rendered bouie- 


i less by the tornado. 
The number of 
buildings destroyed was said to be in 
the 
neighborhood of 
1,200 and 
the 
property damage loss was expected to 
reach several million dollars. 
Belated reports coming to Omaha 
tended to increase the enormity of the 
havoc wrought and indicated that a 
much wider territory had been in the 
path 
of the 
storm 
than 
w'as 
first 
shown. 
Next to Omaha, where the 
death list may not exceed 200, Yutan 
and Ralston, 
Neb., reported 
sixteen 
and fourteen deaths respectively, and 
Council Bluffs twelve. 
City commissioners passed an ordi­ 
nance appropriating $25,000 for relief 
w’ork, citizens present at the meeting 
organized and $25,000 was donated. 
A 
citizens’ relief committee was organ­ 
ized with fifty citizens and an execu­ 
tive committee of seven to work with 
the seven city councilmen. 
Governor Morehead notified Mayor 
Dahlman that he would send a special 
message to the legislature asking for 
the appropriation of sufficient funds to 
care for the homeless throughout the 
state. 
Police Commissioner Ryder issued 
orders for all saloons in tho vicinity

the wrecked district to

closed until further notice. 
Cots have been placed in the Audi­ 
torium and those without shelter will 
be housed there. 


Later Reports May Increase 


Number ot Casualties. 


Council Bluffs, la., March 25.— Each 
succeeding hour increased the list of 
dead and injured due to the tornado 
of Easter Sunday. 
Eve ry town in 
Iowa that it was possible to reach by 
long distance telephone added to the 
enormity of the destruction. The total 
I dead now number twenty-four. 
It is not possible to make anything 
i like a correct estimate of the prop­ 
e r ty loss, but it will run into the hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars.

That comment was made when Louis 
Hill and his interviewer had returned 
from tile first county fair ever held by 
Indians, at Poplar, which is about as 
prosperous a little town as can lie 
found in tile country 
A big agricul­ 
tural exhibit had demonstrated what 
Lo could do as a farmer, aud at tile 
same time a great gathering of chiefs 
and braves and squaws and pappooses 
had shown what a tribal reunion meant. 
More than 2.000 Sioux, Mnndans and 
Blackfeet were camped in a circle a 
mile in diameter. 
For five days they 
entertained visitors with pony races, 
war dam es, medicine making and oth­ 
er features of life in the open and 
then switched to a football game be­ 
tween tile Mandaus and a team of 
Blackfeet from Glacier National park. 
The palefaces came away with Increas­ 
ed esteem for a race that could grow 
in a generation from the savagery of 
the tepee to tile civilization of the fron­ 
tier farmhouse.
